LONDON, October 16—The miners responded solidly to the 


rail for a nation wide coal strike today. Reports 
today said 


that the miners in many cases quit work not waiting for the 
change in shifts- 
By mid-day it was estimated that more than 


a million miners and auxiliary workers had been affected- A 
great loss is expected to result from deterioration of machinery 
by floods. Many of the miners sullenly admitted "we are likely 
to be beaten" 'but maintained that they could remain out for at 
least six weaks. No disorders were anticipated. Iron and steel 
factories in Yorkshire were reported closing down. Twenty thou- 
sand workers in the Tee-Sige district were expected to be idle by 
Monday. 
LJoyd George issued a statement declaring that a fair 


distribution of coal to private homes would be made.

FRANKLIN'S FORESIGHT 


How the dollar invested works for the individual himself has 


been best illustrated by that first great American 
teacher of 


thrift, Benjamin Franklin. 
In 1791, he bequeathed 1,000 pounds 


to the commonwealth of Massachusetts and to the city of Bos- 
ton as a mark of his appreciation for having appointed him as 
agent in England at the "handsome" salary of 2,000 
pounds. 


And to make his bequest really valuable with his great foresight 
Franklin provided in his will that this 1,000 pounds should be put 
out at 5 per cent interest for 100 years; that at the end of that 
time 31-131 of the fund accumulated should again be put out at 
interest for another 100 years and then the fund be divided one- 
fourth to Boston and three-fourths to the state. 


Let us see how well that 1,000 pounds of Franklin's has 


worked. At the end of the first 100 years it had grown to $431,-- 
88362- It was then divided in accordance with the will; $329,- 
300.48 was set aside for "public work" and $102,085.15 was 
started on its course of earning interest for another 100 years. 
That was 1891. On January 1, 1918, this sum had 
grown to 


$267,805.15 and at this rate of increase the fund should amount 
to at least $6,000,000 when the second period is completed, and 
imay be considerably more. 


THE DEADLY CIGARETTE 


In its day the cigarette has been the object of much bitter 


Attack,, although it must be admitted that if the present exten- 
sive sale of that article is considered, it is still far 
from suc- 


cumbing to these attacks. Whether the people who opposed its 
use went too far, or even astray in their ardor to suppress it, is 
a debatable question on which we shall probably not have a uni- 
fied opinion for years to come- 


The latest objection to the cigarette, however, comes from 


snore authoritative sources and will cairy its appeal even to the 
most confirmed user of the %veed. In fact, it isn't an objei:i;n 
,t« the cigarette at all; it is an objection to is careless 
disposal 


after the smoker is through with it and tosses it aside heedless 
of what its glowing end may do. The United States department 
«df forestry has been gathering statistics for years for the pur- 
pose of getting reliable information on the causes s of forest 
ftres. Until recently these statistics have not shown 
under a 


separate heading fires known to have been started by tobacco 
smokers. All fires started by hunters and fishermen, for ex- 
ample, have been classed as campers' fires; those started by log- 
gers, to lumbermen, and so on. 


The department recently has asked its men in 
the field 


making reports to indicate as far as they are able how many 
fesa arc started by smokers. It is .held that the 
widespread 


JIIMJ of cigarettes in particular has tended to make the task of 
jforeat protection more difficult.

Some of the cigarette 
butts lay by the roadside where they had been tossed from the 
£«rs of automobilists." 


Nor is it only in the forest and by the roadside that the 


.cigarette butt works havoc. The bureau of chemistry in its 
Study of dust explosions, which in industrial plants are often Ehe 
cause of great losses by fire, has traced many fires back to the 
carelessness of smokers. 
In its educational campaign the depart- 


ment has not neglected to address itself to tobacco companies 
and ao it is highly probable that in the near future the purchaser 
*>!' smoking tobacco in any form will find his purchase accom- 
panied by a printed reminder that "careless smokers cause many 
forest lires."

Only those who are dull or wilfully unmindful of the part 


they can play in forest fire prevention will need more than a few 
much reminders.

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FRANKLIN'S FORESIGHT 


How the dollar invested works for the individual himself has 


been best illustrated by that first great American 
teacher of 


thrift, Benjamin Franklin. 
In 1791, he bequeathed 1,000 pounds 


to the commonwealth of Massachusetts and to the city of Bos- 
ton as a mark of his appreciation for having appointed him as 
agent in England at the "handsome" salary of 2,000 
pounds. 


And to make his bequest really valuable with his great foresight 
Franklin provided in his will that this 1,000 pounds should be put 
out at 5 per cent interest for 100 years; that at the end of that 
time 31-131 of the fund accumulated should again be put out at 
interest for another 100 years and then the fund be divided one- 
fourth to Boston and three-fourths to the state. 


Let us see how well that 1,000 pounds of Franklin's has 


worked. At the end of the first 100 years it had grown to $431,-- 
88362- It was then divided in accordance with the will; $329,- 
300.48 was set aside for "public work" and $102,085.15 was 
started on its course of earning interest for another 100 years. 
That was 1891. On January 1, 1918, this sum had 
grown to 


$267,805.15 and at this rate of increase the fund should amount 
to at least $6,000,000 when the second period is completed, and 
imay be considerably more. 


THE DEADLY CIGARETTE 


In its day the cigarette has been the object of much bitter 


Attack,, although it must be admitted that if the present exten- 
sive sale of that article is considered, it is still far 
from suc- 


cumbing to these attacks. Whether the people who opposed its 
use went too far, or even astray in their ardor to suppress it, is 
a debatable question on which we shall probably not have a uni- 
fied opinion for years to come- 


The latest objection to the cigarette, however, comes from 


snore authoritative sources and will cairy its appeal even to the 
most confirmed user of the %veed. In fact, it isn't an objei:i;n 
,t« the cigarette at all; it is an objection to is careless 
disposal 


after the smoker is through with it and tosses it aside heedless 
of what its glowing end may do. The United States department 
«df forestry has been gathering statistics for years for the pur- 
pose of getting reliable information on the causes s of forest 
ftres. Until recently these statistics have not shown 
under a 


separate heading fires known to have been started by tobacco 
smokers. All fires started by hunters and fishermen, for ex- 
ample, have been classed as campers' fires; those started by log- 
gers, to lumbermen, and so on.

JIIMJ of cigarettes in particular has tended to make the task of 
jforeat protection more difficult. 


"A burning cigarette," says Acting Forester Sherman in 


Dutiining the new plan of classifying the causes of forest fires, 
"'seems such a small matter that relatively few people trouble to 


e sure that it is out before tossing it away. Our forest ran- 


have again and again traced fires back to 
the 
point of 


origin and found there a cigarette butt. Some of the cigarette 
butts lay by the roadside where they had been tossed from the 
£«rs of automobilists." 


Nor is it only in the forest and by the roadside that the 


.cigarette butt works havoc. The bureau of chemistry in its 
Study of dust explosions, which in industrial plants are often Ehe 
cause of great losses by fire, has traced many fires back to the 
carelessness of smokers. 
In its educational campaign the depart- 


ment has not neglected to address itself to tobacco companies 
and ao it is highly probable that in the near future the purchaser 
*>!' smoking tobacco in any form will find his purchase accom- 
panied by a printed reminder that "careless smokers cause many 
forest lires." 
; 


Only those who are dull or wilfully unmindful of the part 


they can play in forest fire prevention will need more than a few 
much reminders.
